LAUSANNE, May 26.—Peace, in­ 
stead of war in the Near East, w'as 
the welcome result of a dramatic 
session of the Lausanne conference 
! held today at Ouichy Chateau, to 
settle the Turco-Greek reparation 
controversy. 
Complete 
agreement 
was reached and as this was the 
only 
remaining 
problem 
between 
the Greeks and the Turks, hostili­ 
ties which is was feared might in­ 
volve the Balkan countries, have 
been averted. 
The United States, through Jo­ 
seph C. Grew, minister to Switzer­ 
land, played an important part in 
the settlement. 
Mr. Grew’s efforts 
for peace which continued through­ 
out the night and today are re­ 
garded by the conference delegates 
as having helped considerably in 
preparing the way for the agree­ 
ment the 
European 
powers have 
been seeking for a fortnight. 
Happy ending of the war threats 
is expected favorably to influence 
the remaining Near East negotia­ 
tions and force an accord on the 
points still disputed. 
Incidentally 
it will further the proposed revision 
of . the 
Turkish-American 
treaties, 
which are still in the stage of in­ 
formal conversations.

MANY LIVES LOST 
IN MOTOR TRAFFIC 


LONDON. May 26.— More persons 
are killed by traffic accidents in the 
streets of London in a year than pas­ 
sengers on the whole of the railways 
in G reat B ritain in a fam iliar period. 
During the last year 505 persons in 
London were killed by autom obiles 
and motor trucks. 63 by m otor om ni­ 
buses, 59 by horse-draw n vehicles, 35 
by trolley cars and 22 by bicycles. 
T he m ajor num ber of accidents do 
not occur at congested point*, such 
as T rafag iar Square, Oxford C irons or 
the Bank, w here traffic is specially 
regulated. 
They take place m ore frequently 
in the main arteries tow ard the oufer 
suburbs, w here m otor drivers are in­ 
clined to be less careful in negotiat­ 
ing crossings and corners, and w here 
pedestrains,

New Yorker Gives Them 
Praise In Address 
At Columbia. 


By th© Associated Press. 
COLUMBIA, 
Mo., 
May 28.—The 
character of American newspapers, 
their standards of honor and their 
conception of responsibility 
to 
the 
public are notably high, Louis Wiley, 
business manager of the New York 
’Times, told students 
and 
visiting 
newspaper men 
here 
yesterday. 
Wiley’s subject was “The Making of 
I Newspaper." 
; “The 
publications 
which 
lead, 
those which exert tho greatest influ­ 
ence, those most widely 
read, the 
most prosperous, are as a rule, the 
newspapers 
which live 
up to the 
highest standards of ethics," Wiley 
asserted. 
“Their ambition 
Is 
to 
comment upon the news with fair­ 
ness and honesty, not to subordinate 
principle to expediency; to 
render 
public service and to 
place 
before 
their readers that which will not de­ 
base, corrupt, deceive offend or ex­ 
ercise a malign Influence on the com­ 
munity.’* 
“In our civilization newspapers are 
Indispensable,” Wiley continued. “It 
would be difficult, if not impossible, 
to maintain present-day internation­ 
al relations, business, transportation 
'and social life without newspapers. 
They are the great channels of in 
formation. 
“Whatever divergences in opinion, 
style and predilection 
may 
distin­ 
guish the newspapers of the world, 
‘they are bound together by the com­ 
mon desire to do good, to establish 
the fundamental truth that fair deal­ 
in g between nations and individuals 
ynust be maintained.” 
More people are reading the news­ 
papers than ever before, said Wiley. 
This, he attributed to the develop­ 
ment of modern labor and time-sav­ 
ing devices, the use of which gives 
the people more time 
for leisure, 
much of which, he asserted, 
being 
given to the reading of newspapers. 
Wiley called attention to the added 
speed of composition and the greater 
volume of printing through the de­ 
velopment of the linotype, the rotary 
printing press, the typewriter and 
the electric lamp. 
“The typewriter 
not only compels adults to acquire 
greater skill in reading, but is a 
“teacher of reading for the young," 
he declared. 
Wiley complimented the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri on the journalism 
books which it has issued and de­ 
clared that no other school had is­ 
sued so many useful pamphlets 
of 
value to those preparing for news­ 
paper work and those who are en­ 
gaged in the profession. 
The speaker warned the students 
that newspaper making is no easy 
task, saving: “It is a serious and 
responsible 
mission, 
and, 
even 
though a highly 
developed intelli­ 
gence may soften some of the severe 
work entailed, 
there 
will be 
no 
period when concentrated effort can 
be safely withdrawn." 
He stressed the necessity for high 
standards in newspaper work 
and 
cited the action of the American So­ 
ciety of Newspaper Editors in adopt­ 
ing the Seven Canons of Journalism 
at Washington last month. 
Speaking from his experience 
as 
business manager of the New York 
Times, Wiley emphasized the need of 
newspaper censorship of advertising, 
declaring that nothing but what the 
publishers knew to be true should be 
allowed within their papers. 
“The high character of the modern 


iaily newspaper has had a good ef-| 
lect on the advertiser. There was a ’ 
time when any man who had mer­ 
chandise for sale and who chose the 
public prints to induce readers to ac­ 
cept his offerings, thought It neces­ 
sary to indulge in extravagant and 
hyperbolical language to attract buy­ 
ers. 
The example set by 
Barnum 
was followed by merchants and ven­ 
ders of patent medicines. But readers 
of today are usually repelled, not at­ 
tracted by sensational language in 
advertisements.” 
Wiley deprecated the development 
of the foreign language newrpaper 
in the United States, 
saying 
that 
while in the transition of men and 
women from aliens to American citi­ 
zens the 
foreign 
language 
news­ 
papers serve a purpose as an inter­ 
mediary 
educational 
force, 
“they 
tend, as a rule, to perpetuate Euro­ 
pean customs and narrow views of 
language groups or races. They help 
to maintain circles of people living 
in isolated places, whose methods of 
life and channels of 
thought 
fre­ 
quently are not In accord with Amer­ 
ican customs. The influence of such 
newspapers sometimes retards 
the 
assimilation of immigrants into the 
masses of the American people.

AN ENORMOUS ONE 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., 
May 26. 
—World peace and its indispensable 
corollary, war prevention, are not im­ 
possible to attain, but must be taken 
out of politics to be found, William 
G- McAdoo, former Secretary of the 
Treasury, now a possibility as 1924 
Democratic nominee, yesterday told 
an audience of Chattanooga business 
men. 
“The world Is bankrupt, staggering 
under the load of debt from this war 
and those of the past,” he said. “We 
are the only solvent nation in it, and 
if we do nothing for helping 
the 
others get solvent, we, too, will 
be 
insolvent some day. 
We, ourselves, 
are staggering under the load. 
“Europe owes $200,000,000,000. Yet 
if there were no great armies in Eu­ 
rope, and the question of land arm­ 
ament 13 much harder to commit to 
relativity, so to speak, than naval, 
and if the seas were made really tree 
and the armed forces, drawing on 
the population for 
sustance, 
were 
conserved and put to productive em­ 
ployment, Europe would be restored 
to solvency in a generation. Then the 
United States could get back the in­ 
terest on the billions loaned Europe, 
and by long-term funding, could re­ 
cover tile principal. 
“Tho bankruptcy of 
Europe bur­ 
dens America. 
It touches the pock­ 
ets of everyone of us. If the tax bur­ 
den could be reduced, It would be a 
very welcome achievement. 
I 
am 
sure, to us all. 
The great curse of 
business is high taxes 
and 
inade­ 
quate transportation. Transportal*!

STOCKHOLM, May 26.—A reduc­ 
tion of the Swedish army by half, and 
a considerable reduction of the num­ 
ber of all Swedish vessels except 
those of the battleship class, has just 
been recommended 
to the govern­ 
ment by a special commission on the 
revision 
of the 
national 
defense 
policy. 
The plan proposed by the commis­ 
sion calls for an annual total appro­ 
priation of about $33,000,000 for the 
army and the navy, as against about 
twice that amount under the present 
policy. 
This reduction is to be ef­ 
fected by abolishing seven regiments 
of infantry, four regiments of caval­ 
ry, and one regiment of artillery, and 
by requiring a smaller number of 
companies to make up a regiment. 
The new army would thus consist of 
twenty-one regiments 
of 
infantry, 
five of cavalry, nine of artillery, and 
theirteen 
regiments of engineers, 
army supply service, etc. Of the re­ 
cruits called up annually, 15,600 men 
would serve for a period of 6 to 12 
months in the first line of the army,
